sold these almost worthless pictures 
to the victims at 15 cents each, allow­ 
ing a discount when taken iii whole­ 
sale lots.

Lives of citizens are endangered by 
an epidemic of rabies which threatens 
among the canine population of the 
city. 
The police today shot an imported 
bear dog owned by Dr. Gunderson 
and a valuable shepherd dog owned 
by Egid Hackner, altar maker, which 
were afflicted with the disease. 
Dr. Gunderson’s dog, 
which was 
brought here from Norway, was bit­ 
ten by the Great Dane 
owned 
by 
Charles Schilling, which went 
mad 
several days ago and bit its owner and 
his wife. 
The dog was tied up for 
some time, hut released, it being be­ 
lieved that he was all right and that 
rabies uas not the affliction of the 
Schilling dog. 
For the past couple of 
days, however, the Gunderson dog has 
been acting queerly and within that 
time attacked every dog he encounter­ 
ed. 
It is believed twenty dogs were 
bitten by the Gunderson animal, in­ 
cluding Hackner’s shepherd. 
Officer Larry Duggan this morning 
went to Market street where the dog 
was at large and shot it, before it had 
bitten anyone. 
A short time later Hackner’s dog 
escaped to tile street and ran about 
frightening pedestrians. 
Officer Dug­ 
gan also shot the shepherd. 
Dogs in the neighborhood of Mar­ 
ket street are generally being tied up 
by scared owners, who fear 
their 
dogs, if they become affected with the 
disease may bite someone.
